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New report guides plans 
for tackling gang crime 


A ground breaking report titled 
‘From Postcodes to Profit’, 
commissioned by Waltham 
Forest Council and written by 
London South Bank University, 
has shown the ruthless nature of 
gangs in the borough. 

In response Waltham Forest 
Council has agreed an extra 
£806,000 in funding, over the next 
four years, to help develop our 
existing gang prevention, including 
setting up the first ever financial 
investigation team to track and 
seize the money made from their 
crimes. 

Researchers of the report 
spoke to current and former gang 
members, social workers and police 
officers to better understand the 
behaviour, make up and recruitment 
of gangs. 

The report found that gangs are 
more focused on making a profit 
from selling drugs than protecting 
their territory. It also found that 
increased competition in London’s 
drug market is leading to gangs 
working across county lines, 
outside of the capital. Defending a 
postcode is no longer the priority. 

Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Clare Coghill said: “I 
am pleased that we as a council 


have made the bold decision to 
tackle gang crime head on by 
commissioning this report and 
acting upon it. 

“The added knowledge in the 
report coupled with the additional 
funding will help us build on our 
gang prevention programme to help 
those in gangs escape them and 
prevent others from a life of crime.” 

Author of the report, Professor 
Whittaker said that mental health 
is a key issue with gang members, 
“We know they have much higher 
rates of mental health problems 
than the general population. 

“We welcome a greater focus 
from Waltham Forest Council on 
supporting young people’s mental 
health.” 

To combat the problem of mental 
health issues that are a common 
characteristic of gang members, 
the NHS are funding mental health 
assessments in those young people 
arrested or identified as being on 
the periphery of gangs.

Walthamstow Wetlands wins 
heritage placemaking award 

Europe’s largest urban wetland 
environment, Walthamstow 
Wetlands, has won the award 
for Best Use of Heritage in 
Placemaking at the Planning 
Awards 2018. 

The national awards recognise 
excellence in both planning and 
placemaking. 

The judges praised Walthamstow 
Wetlands as ‘‘an outstanding 
scheme” and highlighted its 
“community benefit, environmental 
improvement, sensitive use and 
celebration of industrial heritage”. 

Regeneration Project Manager, 

Martha Lawson collected the award 
along with Ben Smith of Kinnear 
Landscape Architects who lead the 
design team. 


Martha said, “It's so wonderful for 
this great project to be recognised 
by the judges. The team at the 
council, the design team led by 
Kinnear Landscape Architects and 
Witherford Watson Mann Architects 
worked so hard on this project over 
several years. 

“The transformation of the area 
was possible due to £10.6m of 
funding from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, Thames Water and the 
Council. It included the laying of reed 
beds, walkways and the conversion 
of two historic buildings into a visitor 
centre, cafe, education space and 
viewing platform. 

“The wetlands project was opened 
and completed in October 2017. 

This was the first time the site was 


opened to the wider public in 150 
years. The community have clearly 
embraced the wetlands and enjoy 
visiting the site.” 

Walthamstow Wetlands is also 
a Thames Water operational site 
supplying 3.5 million people with 
drinking water. Located just 15 
minutes away from central London. 

The Council’s St James Street 
Heritage project was also a finalist in 
the same category.

From the Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 



The issue of gangs in the 
borough will be one that many of 
you will be all too familiar with. 

Just like all London boroughs 
our residents are forced to live in 
close proximity to the violence, fear 
and drug dealing caused by these 
groups. To combat the threat from 
these gangs and prevent more 
young people destroying their lives 
by getting involved in a life of crime, 
we need to understand how they 
operate, recruit and behave. This 
is why Waltham Forest Council 
commissioned London South 
Bank University to undertake an 
in depth report into gangs in our 


borough. This report has led us to 
put an additional £806,000 funding 
over the next four years into our 
Gang Prevention Programme. This 
money will ensure we can prevent 
more people from joining gangs 
which should ensure we reduce the 
horrific murders we have seen on 
our streets recently. 

The reasons why young people 
join gangs are complex, but 
research shows it is linked to 
poverty and trauma in younger 
life. Children witnessing, or being 
subjected to, domestic violence 
is a key characteristic that makes 
a young person more likely to not 


only become a gang member 
but also suffer from mental health 
issues. This is why the NHS in 
is now giving all young people 
arrested, or on the periphery of 
crime, a mental health assessment. 
This approach will help to deal with 
some of the underlying problems 
that cause some young people to 
commit violent acts on our streets 
in Waltham Forest and beyond. 

To ensure we tackle the gangs we 
are also going to fund our first ever 
financial investigation function here 
at the council. This will be charged 
with chasing the trail of money that 
gangs gain from their role in drug 


dealing and working with the police 
to ensure this is used to bring them 
to justice. I know our partnership 
approach with colleagues from the 
police, health, education and the 
voluntary sector do excellent work 
but the additional funding coupled 
with the new insight this report 
brings will help in the fight against 
gangs and keep our streets safe.

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More affordable homes planned in 
exciting Town Hall Campus project 



An exciting scheme to transform 
the historic Waltham Forest 
Town Hall Campus into a thriving 
neighbourhood in the heart of 
Chapel End ward is gathering 
pace. Plans have been revised 
to include more affordable 
homes which will help young 
people from the borough to stay 


near their families, friends and 
support networks as they get on 
the property ladder. 

The number of homes the Town 
Hall Campus project will create 
across the borough has increased 
from 348 to at least 500, and up 
to as many as 600. This will allow 
the council to provide an absolute 


minimum of 35 per cent affordable 
housing, with the ambition to 
deliver 50 per cent. This is in line 
with the council’s priority to provide 
a decent roof over residents' heads 
and to improve their life chances. 

There are a number of revisions 
to the original plans, first revealed in 
summer 2017, following community 


feedback at a series of public 
events and drop-in sessions. 

Among these are proposals to work 
more closely with neighbouring 
Walthamstow College and create 
a new Special Educational Needs 
and Disability (SEND) facility. The 
revised plan also safeguards the 
central fountain and war memorial

area of the Town Hall Campus so 
that it can act as a focal point for 
events and concerts. 

Staff from 10 older, less efficient 
council offices across the borough 
will move into new office space on 
the Town Hall Campus site. The 
land unlocked by this move will 
then be used for much-needed 
housing. As before setting of the 
Grade ll-listed Town Hall and 
Assembly Hall is protected for 
future generations to enjoy. 

Cllr Clare Coghill, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, said: 


“Part of this project is about 
providing a decent roof over all our 
residents' heads. Since we first 
began consulting residents about 
this project we have nearly doubled 
the amount of homes in the plans. 
This, alongside the land unlocked 
by closing older office buildings, 
will deliver more affordable housing 
in Waltham Forest so that our 
residents can look forward to 
a stable and safe future in their 
borough.’’ 

The Government’s One Public 
Estate programme encourages 
councils to house their staff close 
to staff from other public sector 
organisations to make the most 
of shared resources. The new 
flexible workspace on the Town 
Hall Campus will host council staff, 
staff from public sector partners 
and small businesses such as local 
coffee roasters Perky Blenders, 
which has already opened a new 
cafe in The Magistrates. This is an 
important element of the council’s 
ambitious Creating Futures strategy 
which aims to transform the way 
services are delivered for the benefit 
of residents.

Breathing easy in Waltham Forest 



We know that breathing clean air 
is important to our residents and 
ahead of National Clean Air Day 
on June 21 we have been taking 
steps to support our community 
to breathe easy. 

Last month pupils from 45 primary 
schools took to the streets as part 
of Walk to School week. Earlier this 
month Waltham Forest Council’s 
cabinet approved a new 39-point 
Air Quality Action plan which builds 
on progress that has been made in 
recent years and on Friday, children 
from primary schools in the borough 
took part in a special training day 
in the Council Chamber to become 
Air Quality Ambassadors for their 
schools. 

Councillor Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for the 
Environment said: “Our residents 
have told us that air quality is a 
top priority and our new Air Quality 
Action Plan shows the commitment 
that the council is making to our 
residents. 

“We know that across London 
9,400 people die from illnesses 
related to air pollution every year, 
and we want to see that number 


dramatically reduced. 

“With new technology, and better 
designed streets we are making 
great strides in this area but there 
is always more that can be done. 
Everyone can do their bit to help by 
reducing their reliance on vehicles 
to get around. Research shows that 
actually a third of Londoners could 
make their car journey in less than 
25 minutes on foot. 

“Getting active when getting 
around is not only good for the 
environment, and the air that we all 
breathe, but it is especially good for 
you own health too.”

In recent years Waltham Forest 
Council has invested in making it 
easier, more convenient, pleasant 
and safer to get around by bicycle or 


on foot through the Enjoy Waltham 
Forest programme. Through the 
programme it has supported 
residents who want to close roads 
on weekends as Play Streets, so 
children can enjoy playing on their 
street in clean air and traffic free 
environments and trained more 
than 5,000 residents and school 
children to ride a bike safely. It has 
encouraged schools to adopt and 
deliver School Travel Plans and ‘anti 
Idling’ campaigns. The programme 
has also created pocket parks in 
residential streets, planted more than 
a thousand trees, and created a zero 
emissions delivery service which is 


working with the council and local 
businesses to reduce the reliance 
on cars and small vans to make 
deliveries within the borough. 

On National Clean Air Day next 
week the council’s politicians and 
staff will be making pledges for how 
they will commit to improving air 
quality for everyone to enjoy.

Fourteen new office spaces at 
Eternity House which opened 
in Highams Park on last month, 
are now available for rent. The 
offices have been developed as 
part of the council’s commitment 
to support business and help the 
local economy to grow. 

Under the planning conditions 
negotiated by Waltham Forest 
Council and Tesco, development 
of the Hickman Avenue site that 
includes the new Tesco store, 
residential and commercial units, 
had to include small offices for local 


businesses, especially start-ups. 

Tesco helped fund the fitting 
out of the units as well as giving a 
15-year lease to Borno Chemist 
Limited, which also delivers 
managed workspace in three other 
places in the borough. 

Borno Chemist Property 
Manager, Lynne Collins, said: 
“Eternity House is our largest centre 
in the borough. We have had some 
tremendous support from the 
Council. Officers helped us with our 
proposals, the planning application 
and building regulations as well as

providing ongoing business advice 
and support.” 

Eternity House tenant, Tom 
Carroll, is one of three people 
launching Oh So Technical, an IT 
support company which has small 
and medium-sized businesses as 
its main clients. 

Tom said: “Ten years ago we 
employed 15 people in an IT 
business in Waltham Forest and 
when we looked to expand there 
simply wasn’t anywhere suitable 
for us, so we moved out of the 
borough. 


“Now we’re back to launch Oh 
So Technical and the offices at 
Eternity House are ideal for us. 

They are right next to a station with 
good connections to the City of 
London and the West End, where 
many of our clients are based. The 
borough is a good place to recruit 
well-educated technical staff. 

“The rent on these offices is really 
competitive and there is Small 
Business Rate Relief to help keep 
costs down for start-up businesses 
such as ours.” 

Negotiations for the 
redevelopment were agreed under 
Section 106 rules, obligating the 
developer to minimise the impact 
of the development on the area. 

For example, by planting trees or 
contributing to new roads, transport 
or health services. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
vision to ‘keep, seed and grow’ 
businesses so the local economy 
grows has been key to attracting 
entrepreneurs into the area. Last 
year around 2,465 new businesses 
opened in the borough.

We’re all Team Waltham Forest - Going above 
and beyond to keep our streets clean 


Our new uniformed Team Waltham Forest are on the streets, 
working 24/7 to make sure your neighbourhoods are clean 




Look out for the new uniformed 
team who are working across 
the borough to crack down hard 
on people who fly tip and litter 
our streets. 

They are on the streets every day, 
including the night time Enforcement 
Team who work between 10pm and 
6am, clearing and investigating fly 
tips overnight, keeping the streets 
clean and catching fly tippers. 

Team Waltham Forest brings 
together a number of different 
services working across the council 
including Neighbourhoods Officers, 
Private Rental Property Licensing, 
Food Safety and CCTV officers. 

They share information and work 
together to tackle key issues 
including fly tipping, untidy gardens 
and illegal sub-standard housing in 
back gardens. 

Together they look into the causes 
of littering and fly tipping and use 
different tactics to tackle them. For 
example, temporary CCTV cameras 
may be used to prevent and catch 
people who are dumping rubbish, 
or a letter may be sent to residents 
who live near a fly tipping hot spot to 
remind them about the correct way 
to dispose of rubbish. 

The team also visit businesses 
and ask for proof of contracts to 


show they’re disposing of trade 
waste responsibly, and food 
hygiene and trading standards 
officers carry out spot checks and 
hygiene inspections to make sure 
businesses are compliant and 
operating responsibly. 

Officers visit residential properties 
to ensure private rented properties 
are licensed. Rogue businesses 
and landlords are fined and in 
severe cases we may also seek 
prosecution. 

We also name and shame rogue 
businesses and traders on our 
website to discourage others and to 
show we will not tolerate this in our 
borough. Chris from Team Waltham 
Forest said: “Our priority is to keep 
the streets clean and safe and 
enjoyable for residents. We patrol 
areas seven days a week, tackling 
fly tippers. We issue fixed penalty 
notices, we can prosecute and we 
also deal with businesses who fly 
tip.”

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Time for a facelift for 
Town Hall clock tower 



Eagle-eyed passers-by will have 
spotted figures in hi-vis jackets 
hard at work on the beautiful 
copper-clad clock tower that 
adorns the roof of the Waltham 
Forest Town Hall building. What 
is happening and why’s it being 
done? 

Well, wonder no more as our 
intrepid press team steeled their 
nerves and climbed up to find out 
more... 

The essential renovation work that 
is currently underway on the clock 
tower will protect this important piece 
of local heritage for future generations 
to enjoy. It will include external 
redecoration of the octagonal lantern 
which houses the clock mechanism, 
as well as the peak of the clock 
tower. The flat roof at the base of the 
tower will be recovered to ensure it 
remains watertight, protecting the 
interior of the building. 

Internal work inside the clock 
tower’s octagonal dome is also 


taking place. The steel structure will 
be repainted and repaired, and the 
interior and exterior lighting rewired. 
The power supply to the clock 
mechanism will also be renewed, so 
that it remains reliable for years to 
come. To make sure the structure is 
safe for future preservation work to 
be carried out the access ladders 
will be replaced and an additional 
platform will provide access to 
previously unreachable parts of the 
interior. 

The iconic Town Hall, a Grade II 
listed masterpiece of art-deco style, 
is one of the most recognisable 
buildings in north London. Flanked by 
its sister building the Assembly Hall 
and completed by the remarkable 
ornamental fountain, the area has 
been a landmark since its completion 
in 1942. 


It’s part of the exciting project to 
transform the historic Waltham Forest 
Town Hall Campus into a thriving 
neighbourhood with new flexible 
workspace and premises for local 
businesses. Perky Blenders, the 
renowned local coffee roasters, has 
already opened a new cafe on the 
Town Hall Campus site serving their 
trademark top-quality coffee and 
tasty bites and are open seven days 
a week for residents to enjoy. 

The Town Hall Campus project 
will also free up space around the 
borough for much-needed housing. 
Up to as many as 600 homes 
could be built on sites freed up 
by moving staff away from older, 
less-efficient council offices around 
the borough. This will enable young 
people from the borough to stay near 
their families, friends and support 
networks as they get on the property 
ladder. 

The project is about creating a 
bright future for the borough and its 
residents with a new neighbourhood 
in the heart of Chapel End - but at 
the same time it’s about protecting 
our history and heritage, and the 
iconic architecture that gives the area 
its unique character. 

This clock tower maintenance 
work is being led by the council’s 
Capital Delivery Team, and managed 
by our joint venture partners NPS 
London. Work is anticipated to last 
until late summer. 


Walthamstow Town Hall: Story 
of an icon 

In 1929 the newly created borough 
of Walthamstow, as it was at the 
time, launched a competition for 
architects to submit designs for a 
new Town Hall, to be built on the site 
of Chestnuts Farm. The competition 
attracted 70 entries and the eventual 
winner was Philip Dalton Hepworth, 
an architect best known for his stylish 
residential creations. The Town Hall 
is of a Swedish simplified-classicism 
design with art-deco detailing. 

Construction did not begin until 
1937, and was affected by the 
outbreak of World War Two in 1939 
as the country switched to a wartime 
economy. Some intended details, 
such as the marble foyer, had to be 
changed or omitted altogether, which 
is why the foyer was instead finished 
with more economical terrazzo 
flooring. 

Despite the restrictions caused by 
the war, the Town Hall and Assembly 
Hall buildings were clad in Portland 
Stone from Dorset. Irish sculptor 
John Francis Kavanagh carved fine 
ornamental figures to complete the 
exteriors - five William Morris-inspired 
statuettes for the Town Hall with 
‘Tragedy’ and ‘Comedy’ adorning the 
Assembly Hall. 

The original design also contained 
plans for a magistrates’ court. 
Because of the war this was not 
constructed until the 1970s and, it is 
fair to say, does not have quite the 
same architectural significance as its 
neighbours.

Schoolchildren have been 
planting trees at Walthamstow 
Wetlands as a gift for future 
generations and wildlife to enjoy. 

Pupils from Barn Croft School, 
in Walthamstow, spent a morning 
enhancing an outdoor learning area 
at the nature reserve with trees they 
had received from the Woodland 
Trust. 

Louise Duke from Barn Croft 


School said: “We received a 
donation of 53 trees from the 
Woodland Trust but we didn’t have 
space for the trees to grow. So we 
contacted Walthamstow Wetlands 
because we regularly bring children 
here to learn. 

“The species are all native and of 
a local provenance and they were 
carefully vetted and approved to 
plant onsite.

As the largest urban wetland 
nature reserve in Europe and 
London’s largest nature reserve, the 
Wetlands is a special home for local 
and rare wildlife. Myfanwy Lloyd, 
Outdoor Learning Officer from 
London Wildlife Trust was thrilled to 
be offered the trees. 

She said: “Wetland habitats are 
extremely rare in urban areas and 
to protect the site’s future legacy, 
conservation projects play a vital 
role. As part of London Wildlife 
Trust’s habitat enhancement work 
at Walthamstow Wetlands, we 
agreed to plant the trees in our 
outdoor learning area and create 
a new area for both wildlife and 
children to use and enjoy. 

Walthamstow Wetlands is also 
a Thames Water operational site 
supplying 3.5 million people with 
drinking water. The nature reserve 
is a partnership project between 
Thames Water, Waltham Forest 
Council and the London Wildlife 
Trust. 

In October 2017, the site opened 
its gates to the wider public for 
the very first time in 150 years. 
Walthamstow Wetlands is free to 
enter and open 363 days a year.

1 . NOTICE IS GIVEN that the London 
Borough of Waltham Forest (hereinafter 
referred to as “The Council”) on 11th June 
2018 made the above-mentioned Orders 
under sections 6,45,46,49 and 124 

of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Road 
Traffic Regulation Act 1984, as amended. 
The general effect of Orders to coincide 
with cycle improvements, “Copenhagen 
Style blended crossing” entry treatments 
at junctions (shared highway and footway 
space for moving vehicles and pedestrians) 
and new and revised crossings will be: 

(a) in Forest Road El 7 to extend the 
short stay (30 minutes) parking place on 
the north side outside Nos. 345 to 359 
Forest Road by 1.5 metres at its western 
end and by 4 metres at its eastern end 
(replacing double yellow line “at any time” 
waiting restrictions in each location); 

(b) in Forest Road El 7 to extend the 
permit holders parking place on the north 
side outside Nos. 369 to 379 Forest Road 
by 14 metres at its eastern end (replacing 
double yellow line “at any time” waiting 
restrictions and to shorten that parking 
place by 2 metres at its western end 
(replacing that length with double yellow 
line “at any time” waiting and “at any time” 
loading restrictions); 

(c) in Forest Road El 7 to provide double 
yellow line “at any time” waiting and 

“at any time” loading restrictions in the 
following lengths: except in existing parking 
places or the lengths of proposed parking 
space referred to in sub-paragraph (a) or 
(b) above: (1) on the north side, between 
12 metres west of Holmes Avenue and 7.5 
metres east of Winns Terrace*; and (2) on 
the south side, between 23 metres west 
of Wolsey Avenue and 8 metres east of 
Jewel Road; and 

(d) on the south-east side of Boundary 
Road El 7: (1) adjacent to No. 249 
Markhouse Road to remove 9.8 metres of 
short stay parking space; and (2) adjacent 
to No. 249 Markhouse Road and outside 
No. 275 Boundary Road to remove 12 
metres of permit holders parking space 
and replace it with a free short stay parking 
place (30 minutes maximum stay, no 
return for 2 hours) operating between 8am 
and 6.30pm on Mondays to Saturdays 
inclusive; 

(e) to provide ‘at any time’ waiting and 
loading restrictions (including waiting for 
the purpose of loading/unloading): 

(i) on both sides of Boundary Road 
El 7, for approximately 20 metres east of 
Markhouse Road; and 

(ii) on the north-east side of 
Markhouse Road El 7, outside Nos. 249 
to 257 Markhouse Road. 

*Nb/ This road is a correction to the one 
mentioned in the Notice of Proposal of the 
above mentioned provisions advertised 
in Waltham Forest News dated 22nd Jan 
2018 issue 197.

1. The Council of the London Borough 


of Waltham Forest, with the agreement 
of the Council of the London Borough of 
Hackney, HEREBY GIVES NOTICE that 
on 11th June 2018 it made an Order to 
enable works to be carried to resurface 
the carriageway in Lea Bridge Road E10 
between Rigg Approach and Orient Way in a 
safe and efficient manner. 

2. The general effect of the Order will 
be, only at such times and to such extent 
as shall be indicated by the display of 
regulatory traffic signs, to prohibit vehicles 
from entering, proceeding, waiting or 
loading for any purpose at any time in

High Street (Hackney), B112 Marsh Hill 
(Hackney), B112 Homerton Road (Hackney), 
A106 Eastway, A106 Ruckholt Road and 
Orient Way as directed by traffic signs, and 
vice versa. 

4. Vehicles waiting or loading in disregard 
of this Order will be removed. 

5. The restrictions mentioned above would 
not apply in relation to any vehicle being 
used: 

(a) in connection with the said works; or 

(b) for ambulance, fire brigade or police 
purposes in an emergency, if the works 
allow. 


6. The Order will come into operation 
on 11th June 2018 and continue for a 
maximum duration of 2 months or until the 
said works are completed, whichever is 
the sooner. It is anticipated that setting- 
out, preparatory works, winding-down and 
reinstatement works would be carried out 
between 21:00 hours and 05:30 hours over 
a period of five nights between 11th June 
2018 and 15th June 2018. 

Note: Advance warning signs will be in 
place prior to the works commencing.

5. The prohibitions mentioned above 
would not apply in relation to any vehicle 
being used - 

(a) in connection with the said works; or 

(b) for ambulance, fire brigade or police 
purposes in an emergency, if the works 
allow. 

6. The Order will come into operation on 
18th June 2018 for a maximum period of 
3 months, or until the works are completed, 
whichever is the sooner. 

*N0TE: These works would not be carried 
out simultaneously in all the roads or 
sections of roads mentioned in paragraph 
2 above but in a sequence as directed by 
the Council. Leaflets would be distributed 
and signage placed in advance of any 
works which would give more specific 
details on the exact dates and locations 
of the prohibitions, restrictions and effects 
of any temporary traffic management and 
diversion routes as necessary.
